RATES ON JULY 20 


Effective July 20. the fee charged 
for domestic money orders up to 
and including $20 w’ill be increased

tlian tliey do when the going is good, the 
Hannibal Courier-Post say s. 
The worst thing th a t can happen to any 
person is to reach a point when he is 
ready to give up, when he is ready to 
q uit the fight, when he is ready to say , 
times have gotten me down and I have n’t 
the ingenuity , I h aven’t the resourceful­ 
ness to lift my self out of it.

BETTER PELLAGRA RECORD 
A decline in the pellagra death rate 
for 19 30 and 19 31 is reported by a life 
insurance 
company 
among 
the wage- 
earning populations of cities in the south­ 
ern states in which pellagra has been an 
important cause of death. 
The company 
also 
reports 
that 
pellagra 
mortality 
am ong females ex ceeds th a t among males 
in both the white and negro, but that the 
mortality among negroes I'uns from two 
to five times the figure for white per­ 
sons. 


This decline in y ears of economic tlis- 
turbance is held rem arkable since pella­ 
gra is a disease due to a diet deficient in 
vitamins found normally 
in 
fresh 
lean 
meat, milk and y east, among other loods, 
and it might be ex pected that in view of 
reduced incomes such foods would not 
be readily obtainable and that sickness 
and death from pellagra would be more 
common. 
During the world war, when employ ­ 
ment was general and high wages prevail­ 
ed, the pellagra deaUh rate declined, and 
the dow nw ard tendency continued until 
19 24 when the lowest rate of tlie twenty - 
one-y ear period was recortletl. 
Then, for 
five y ears, the mortality curve again took 
an upw ard course. 
Bui in 19 30 and 19 31, 
in the face of widespread economic dis- 
tui bailees, deaths ironi pellagra declined 
in line with the general death rate.” 
The report is heartening. 
iSome time 
ago it was said that in sections of the 
south pellagra 
was 
becoming a serious 
th rea t and health workers were discus­ 
sing way s and means of combatting the 
spread. 
It would a p p e a r from the in­ 
surance company 's report that conditions 
were ex aggerated. 
Pellagra can be de­ 
feated, but it is necessary that a proper 
diet be iollowed. 
In all sections eitorts 
have been put forth to warn people of a 
diet that may lead to pellagra.

V\ liat th(} far-seeing man of business 
may do in the creation of markets for his 
products is illustrated by one of the pro­ 
jects of 1 homas Bata, the Czechoslovak­ 
ian the manufacturer who died in the 
wreck of one 
of 
his 
airplanes. 
He 
bought, last siiring, a site foi* a shoe fae­ 
tó n^ in Calcutta. 
India has a population 
of more than 3 00,000,000. 
Many millions 
of the Indians w ear no shoes. 
Thev are 
too poor to buy them at ordinary prices. 
Bata saw possibilities 
of 
an 
immense 
trade in rubber-soled canvas shoes to sell 
at thirty cents a pair. 
Had he lived he 
might have won additional distinction as 
the man who shod millions of the people 
of India. 
His plan in itself goes far to ex - 
plain the success of this son of a poor 
cobbler who studied shoe making in Ly nn 
and supplanted the cobbler’s bench in his 
owm country 
with 
the 
shoe 
factory , 
around which he created a wide range 
of social activities. 
W heth er or not the millions of the 
bare-footed in India wmuld have taken 
kindly to the introduction of the thirty - 
ceiit shoes, the Bata project is in line 
with a lesson the wmrld is learning. 
He 
takes place as one of its teachers. 
The 
peoples of the world wiio follow^ age-old 
habits of living offer a vast potential m a r­ 
ket for the products of countries winch 
are among the advanced, in a material 
sense. 
It has recently been reported that 
the sale of farm board w heat to China is 
already creating a dem and for a continu­ 
ed supply to feed those 
wiio 
formerly 
w'ere content with a diet of rice. 
The 
farm board in selling the w'heat to the 
Chinese w^as actuated by a willingness to 
aid in alleviating distress and a desire to 
get rid of some of its burdensome sur­ 
plus. 
It wms not thinking primarily ot 
the creation of a perm anent market. But 
Thomas Bata, in turning to India, w'as 
thinking of just that.
